CONSERVATTVE CAUCUS.NOMINATION MADE.

About two bouri' time of the Conservative
caucus lust night was occupied in profitless
discussion. Two ballots were taken. On
the first tbe vote resulted: Cogbill, 50;
Thomas, T>1.same as it was when the caucus

adjourned on Thursday night. After this,
Mr. Smith, ofNelson, one of the most active
supporters of Mr. Cogbill, moved that tbe
nomination of 31r. Thomas be made unani¬
mous.

Objection was made, and another ballot wa?
bad. When the end of the roll was reached
tbe vote probably stood : Cogbill about 40.
Thomas about oo. Change? from Cogbill to

Thomas were rapidly made, until Tboor.s
bad received more than 07 votes, when tbe
nomination was made unanimous.

The Madpox Case.Sentence PkonounceI'

by the Police Justice..Police-Justice
White yesterday morning rendered bis de¬
cision in the case of Tbe Commonwealth vs.
Samuel F. Maddox, charged with wrong-
fully and unlawfully obtaiuing tbe pro-
[»erty of Robert Beattie. Tbe Justice held
that there had been an actual transfer of tbe
per diem in question from Maddox to
Smith, uqd from Smith to Beattie. Tbe pro¬
perty bad undoubtedly been vested in Beat-
tie, be thought. As to possession, be held
that though Beattie never bad actual, be bad
constructive, possession of the per diem
since it was to be held to await bis order.
He sentenced the accused to four months'
confinement in the city jail. Captain George
1). Wise, counsel for Mr. Maddox. towk an

appeal to tbe Hustings Court, which was

granted as a matter of right. Bail was al¬
lowed aud given.
The Late Colonel Tiiomas H. Wynne -

His Funeral Vestkkpay..The funeral of
Colonel Thomas II. Wynne took place from
St. Paul's church yesterday afteruoou at 4
o'clock. At frequent intervals throughout
tbe day heavy showers of rain fell, and
though between 3 and 4 o'clock there were

signs of clearing off, the weather was bad
enough to keep many from attending. Not¬
withstanding this circumstance the church
was well tilled. Had tbe day been clear it
would not have held the people who bud
come to take pait in the funeral exercises.
The Episcopal services for the dead were
conducted by Rev. Charles Miunigerode, D.
1)., and Rev. II. S- Kepler occupied a place
in tbe chancel. Tbe choir sang '. Rock of
Ages " aud "Abide with Me."
Tbe procession, which included a majority

of both houses of the General Assembly;
Richmond Commandery, No. 2, Knignts
Templar; Royal Arch Chapter, No. 3; Rich¬
mond Randolph Lodge, No. 19; and Friend¬
ship Lodge, No. 10, 1. O. O. F.; tbe Mayor,
city officers, and members of the Council,
and a great number of the friends of the de¬
ceased, moved froai the church up Ninth
street to Broad, and down Broad to old St.
John's cemetery. Owing to tbe fact that
the grave had not been fully prepared, tbe
remains were deposi'ed in tbe church, and
the usual religious and Masonic services
there took place. The remains were kept in
the church last night in charge of a commit¬
tee of Masons and Odd-Fellows, aud will be
consigned to earth to-day.
The ermines of the Richmond and Peters¬

burg Railroad Company, of which Colonel
Wynne was twice superintendent and once
president and superintendent, were drapc-d
in mourning yesterday in respect to his me¬
mory.
During bis illness be was baptized, and a

few days before bis death received the lioiv
Communion.

Colonel Wynue's term of service in tbe
Senate would have expired with this ses¬
sion it will probably become necessary to
have a special election to till the vacancy,
though by the time it can be held only fif¬
teen or twenty days of his term will remain.

Thrown irom a Horse and Dangerously
Injured..Yesterday afternoon about half-
past 4 o'clock, wbife Master Thomas Tur¬
ner, a son of T. P. Turner, Esq., was riding
up Broad street on a mous( -colored mare,
the animal became frightened at a piece of
paper while passing near the old City Hall,
and young Turner, losing bis seat, was
thrown to the ground. As he fell bis bead
struck against a pile of bricks, which
are allowed to remain in Broad street, and he
received a terrible scalp-wound on tbe right
side of the bead. He was of course stun¬
ned, and moreover could not get one of bis
feet from tbe stirrup. In this perilous situ¬
ation he was dragged some distance, the
frightened auimal giving him a kick at
nearly every step. His foot was finally freed
from" the stirrup, and a policeman kind ly
picked him up while bleeding profusely and
in an insensible condition and carried him
into Coroner Taylor's office,where his wounds
were examined by Drs. Taylor aud G. W.
West. The right "side of bis head was found
to be badly scalped, and bis forehead severely
cut. It is probable.tbat tbe skull is not frac¬
tured, although the injuries are dangerous.
After recovering his consciousness young
Turner was removed to his father's residence,
on Mayo street.

Thompson's Cake-Stand Robeed Again..
Richard Thompson's cake-stand, on Tenth
street between Main and Cary, was broken
iuio night before last and robbed of two
hundred cakes. Thompson has a private
watchman, but it appears that he could not

prevent the robbery. This Is the third time
this cake-stand has beeo-robbed.

A FULL CONFESSION.

Tho Cheaterfiold Fire-Fiend Telia
Wbat He Know* About

Houne-Burning.
________

Hildrey Page, the young colored man who
j* under sentence of death for burning in
the night-time a dwelling on the farm of (Col¬
onel Frank G. Ruffio, in Chesterfield county,
is confined in the jail of this city. He was
long employed 'by Colonel Ruffin as a sta¬
ble-hand, and during the year 1874 used his
leisure moments in tiring all the build¬
ings on the place. He applied the torch
twelve or thirteen time.", and succeeded in
causing the total destruction of four or five
houses, including an out-bouse usually occu¬
pied by farm-hands, for which crime he was
tried and convicted.
Yesterday morning a representative of this

paper went to the jail to have some conversa¬
tion with the condemned. He is confined in
one of the strongest cells the prison affords.
In the night he wears shackles, chained to
the floor. In the day-time they are taken off
and replaced by a ball and chain, and he
i9 allowed to walk about the inner jail yard.
Deputy Sergeant Briggs opened the heavily-
barred gate leadiftg into this yard, and called
out 44 Uildrey Page."

is seventef u cr eighteen years of age, but ap¬
pears twenty or twenty-one, and is full-grown.
On his upper lip there is the first faint symp¬
toms of a mouMache. Git" faceseems like an
honest one, ar.d his eyes arc clear and kindly,
but a little restless.

Iiis hair is cut mode¬
rately close, and- he wears a dark cap. He is
manly in form, and so far from revealing his
u ue character by bis appearance, is more pre¬
possessing thau negroes of his age usually
arc.
He coiiversed in a quiet sort of way, and

used but few words, but was altogether at
east.
